current work is using a method that detects E. coli instead of Fecal Coliforms. They are nearly the same thing, but not
exactly. EPA documents use "Fecal Coliforms/E.coli".

p.6 :

Method Blank Action for HPC (Delete FC as the media for FC/E.coli is checked for sterility before the analysis is done.
Media is not used if contaminated.)

if >= RL, the action is to reject the data See SM9020B(8)(a)(5) and the SDWA Lab Cert. Manual paragraph 5.5.11
("Data should be rejected if control is contaminated.")

"No Associated Method Blank" Reject the data because QC needed to validate the results was not performed, i.e.,
method was not followed.
